The club has met in many locales over its sixty 
years; here is a review of some of them. 


Circa 1956 Clubhouse, Memorial Park 


Current Clubhouse, Fair Lawn Community Center, 20th Street 
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ARRL FIELD DAY 2016 RESULTS ARE RELEASED 


If you thumbed through the December 2016 issue of QST you've probably checked the annual roundup of 
Field Day scores. FLARC was credited with 1,438 points which was correct based upon the number of QSO's 
reported that day. 


But our bonus points and GOTA station points were not credited in the December magazine listings. 
WX2R caught the error and reported it to ARRL headquarters. A correction was quickly noted and our revised 
(and correct) score was changed to 2,598 points. 


That change does have a highly positive impact on our Field Day efforts. Here are the revised rankings based 
upon our final total of 2,598 points. We ranked: 


e 602nd out of 2,697 total entries (22nd percentile) 
e 124th out of 378 in category 2A (33rd) 
e 29th out of 97 within the Hudson Division (30th) 
e 16th out of 66 in our "old" category 2F (used in 2014 and 2015) (24th) 
e 12th out of 40 within the Northern New Jersey section (30th) 
e 2nd in Northern New Jersey section category 2A ...and... 
e 1of 8 Field Day pictures published in QST (!) 


A near-top twenty percentile finish among all categories in a far more competitive category (2A) was a really 
positive effort especially with our reputation as being casual contesters. 


What's also especially nice is the 25% increase in station contacts year over year....and the 125% increase over 
2014. As Tom (N2ST) noted, "We have a good curve....it will be a challenge to keep it going." So... we have a 
target!

A 60th Anniversary Reflection 
-- by Paul W2IP 


| was a teenager of 17 when | first met Frank Leonard. 
It was in the winter months of 1977 when | first went 
to the radio club, when the club met at the Old Library 
Theater building on River Road. A neighbor, Harold 
Ingraham, W2MMN had previously mentioned the 
existence of the Fair Lawn Radio Club to me. 


Initially, being a teenager, | drifted in and out of my 
radio interest until during one Friday night club visit, 
Frank came up to me and said “Hi-Ya Bud, would 
you like to learn Morse code ?” 


That night, | sat in his code class along with four 
other teens around my age, Robert Takacs (now 
WB2IZC), Bill Mergo (now WB2SJI) and two others 
who | don’t recall their names. 


Frank had a mission in his mind, to teach these 
“young lads” the code and he took the time and 
held the code class every week in the Art room, just 
up the small ramp from the main common room. 


Frank held the code class using an Ameco tube code 
oscillator and a straight key, which the club still has 
to this day. 


As | remember, Frank had a method of teaching 
code that worked. He started with the easy 
characters first, and then progressed to more 
difficult ones. Numbers were easy but the 
punctuation was difficult. If you didn’t quite get it, 
he would repeat it until you understood the flow 
of characters. 


His method of sending code with a straight key 
proved many times over to be the best without 
getting tired. “It’s all in the wrist” he said, bend the 
wrist as you depress the key and it will flow. He 
was right ! Robert and Bill had progressed much 
faster than me and had taken their exams by the 
time | had finished. 


| was a bit discouraged along the way, but Frank 
saw something within me and spent more time 
with me every week until | was able to send and 
receive at 5 WPM. 


After some more sessions, he said “Bud, you’re ready.” 
Shortly afterward, | went to the FCC Field Office in 
New York City and took my Novice exam, receiving my 
license on August 18, 1978. 


A week or so after | took the test, | was outside mowing 
the lawn and a man pulled up to my house driving a 
1971 forest green Dodge Charger. He stopped and got 
out. 


It was Frank He said: “Hey Bud, did you pass ...?” 

| replied, "Yes". After a brief chat, | thanked him 
profusely for taking the time to teach me the code and 
keeping me on point. After he left, | said to my Mom: 
"For an old guy, he’s pretty cool." 


| owe a lot to Frank Leonard. who was very inspiring to 
many others and me and touched many people’s lives 
in very special ways. Now almost 40 years later after | 
first met Frank Leonard, | am proud to be the trustee 
for the club license, Frank Leonard’s former call sign, 
W2NPT.

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Look Back: FLARC's 60th Anniversary 


As our 60th anniversary year comes to an official end, here's a look back at some memories as submitted by our 
members. While the anniversary is nearly over, our History Committee will continue to document and preserve 
some of the memories of our past.

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A Look Back: 
Yes, There Was Another 
FLARC Special Event Station!! 


Back in November 2015 we asked if anyone had 
remembered any prior club anniversary and we 
came up sort of blank. 


But, lo and behold, we recently stumbled upon a 
snippet of information that indicated that the club 
had indeed held a 25th anniversary special event 
station. 


From a microfiche page of the May 1986 issue of 
(now defunct) magazine Radio Amateur, we 
discovered the following: 


"The Fair Lawn ARC will operate the Club 
station under founding-member Frank 
Leonard s call, W2NPT, to commemorate the 
25th Anniversary of the club. Operation will 
be from 1300 to 2200 UTC on the 7th and 
from 1400 to..." 


The only month with weekend dates of the 7th -8th 
is June 1986, presumably when the event occurred. 


The "anniversary" refers to that of the founding of 
FLARC in 1961. FLARC is the successor of the Fair 
Lawn Radio Club, founded in 1956.

Frank Donovan (W3LPL) 


"Recollections of Sixty Years of DXing and 
Contesting at W3LPL" 


Frank’s contesting career began in 1959 as a 12 year old 
at the Providence Radio Assn, W10P/1, ARRL Field Day 
two miles from his home in Providence, RI. Soon 
afterwards, he began to build a small contest station on 
1/10 acre in a densely populated urban neighborhood.

Immediately after college, U.S. Air Force 2nd Lieutenant 
Frank Donovan's first military assignment was working with 

PVRC member W3GN and his multi-multi (multi-transmitter, 
multi-operator) mentor, W4BVV. 


W3 LPL finished first place USA single operator in four CQ 
WW CW and four ARRL CW DX contests from 1973-78. His 
first multi-multi experience was with the 1974 PJ9JT CQWW 
CW team. W3LPL multi-multi teams started with a small 
entry in the 1978 CQ WW Phone Dx contest. 


During the 1982 ARRL Phone DX Contest, two incredible long 
nights of 10 meter JA runs unexpectedly produced our first 
USA multi-multi win. Our multi-multi teams have completed 
nearly one million QSOs and achieved 45 first place USA 
finishes (so far) out of 137 consecutive entries (without a 
single missed entry) in the CQ WW and ARRL DX Contests. 


Frank is a member of the prestigious CQ Contest Hall 
of Fame.
